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PREFACE 

One moment's reflection on the past history of the 
Alliance justifies our pertinent self-assurance and 
reasonable pride. Being one of the oldest forelg'n- 
student organizations in the United States of Amer- 
ica, the Alliance has been lauded, by virtue of its 
work and spirit, as one of the best well-org-anized 
and the most a6tiv6 organizations. Despite some 
unavoidable shortcomings, it has gloriously and suc- 
cessfully manifested itself in various activities. Its 
flowery past will undoubtedly lead to warrant a fruit- 
ful future. 

But the Alliance can never live on beguileless op- 
timism. It must go ahead with its work, which, how- 
ever, cannot be done by its president alone, nor its 
officers-. Its members, men and women, cne and all^ 
are to share in its activities. The fate of the Alli- 
ance lies in the hands of its members. Only With 
unremiitting effort and constant cooperation of its 
members can the Alliance hope for success. There- 
fore, I am requesting that each and every one of 
us be identified with the Alliance, the only official 
organ through which our sentiments can be ex- 
pressed, and we should render our unfailing loyalty to 
it so that its success may be assured. 

The Alliance has never been, and Will never be, a 
political organization, although it has been painted 
so. It belongs to no clique, no faction, no party. It 
stands above all provincialism. It belongs to the 
Chinese student body in this country. It is, there- 
fore, our right as well as our duty to see that the 
status of this non-partisan organization remains ias 
it is, and that its activities prosper. 

It does not follow, however, that by reason of this 
non-partisan character, the Alliance must need 
stand aloof from all national and international affairs. 
On the contrary, as a. lively and dynamic ot-g'aniza- 
tion, the Alliance should, or let us say, must, besides 
endeavoring to promote the comnion interests of the 
Chinese students here, "labor for the general welfare 
of our nation at home and abroad" as has been set 
up as one of the cardinal objectives of the Alliance. 
So when events of national and international sig- 
nificance take place, the Alliance, in order to stand 
by its purpose, should voice the consensus of opinion 
of the Chinese students in this country. 

The Handbook is published for your convenience. 
May it bring to you afresh the fellowship of your 
acquaintances, and may it be a means to foster new 
ones. Above all, may it be a reminder of your con- 
stant loyalty to the Alliance, and, therefore, to your 
mother country.
